They had had to 
pay very heavily for the plant, but they had now contracts under which they 
would obtain what they a on terins which would give them profits. He 
did not wish the shareholders to think that they were going to “ rush into 
fortunes,” for the enterprise was of a nature which must go on steadily; but it 
would be wrong to estimate the prospects ofthe company by the measure of 
their success in the past. The same ordeal which the electric lighting enter- 
prise was now going through had been experienced by gas, water, canal, tele- 

raph, and other companies, but in the end investors in those undertakings had 
Gon repaid. After referring to negociations jwhich were pending for an amal- 
gamation of the company with another company in Victoria, he alluded to the 
expenditure which had been incurred by the company, and stated that there had 
necessarily been alargeamount of what at first was ‘‘dead” work, They now, 
however, had no installations to put up for exhibition, as they had them in 
every one of the colonies where they worked, and they were able to point to 
them as admitted successes. The directors had made a call with the intention 
of continuing the work ; and the orders they now had in hand, and the promises 
of work, led them to believe that there was a good field before them. They in- 
tended to reduce expenses in every direction that they possibly could.

From Mr. Joun B. ReyNotps:—There has been during the week 
now closing an evident desire on the part of well-informed people to 
buy securities, and more especially mining shares. But it is more than 
evident that there exists a determination not to touch any shares in 
mines where heavy debit balances are not provided for. We have 
a most painful illustration of this in the case of Carn Breas, which have fallen to 
a few shillings each, or practically to nothing. The revelations at Cook’s 
Kitchen meeting have also produced a most painful impression. We do not 
wish to blame individuals, but the fact remains that the public are quick to dis- 
cover the only direction in which their safety lies, and if Cornishmen will sup- 
port these = Fine ractices they must suffer the consequences, and the result 
will be to shut upa large majority of their mines. They argue that they havea 
perfect right to manage their own affairs in their own way. No one can deny 
this, yet there is another side even to that question; but the subject may now 
be dismissed with the earnest hope that they may be able to face the difficulties 
which their own imprudence and want of courage has brought about. These 
are not times for recrimination or unfair criticism, and our remarks are penned 
with a most sincere desire for the public good. That we are correct there can bs 
no doubt, or why do shares in mining companies, which pay as they goby mak- 
ing provision for all liabilities before they are incurred, maintain their value P 
A glance at the List will show that the fall in the shares of such companies 
has been really insignificant, and it is undeniable that at the present 
moment they are sought after. Take West Kitty, Grenville, New Kitty, 
East Pool, Trevaunance, South Condurrow, Wheal Orebor, and other ad- 
mirably managed mines, which have not the slightest suspicion attached 
to them, and which have always been above suspicion, and our meaning 
will be perfectly illustrated. It is a source of the greatest satisfaction to 
note that Wheal Agar has turned over a new leaf, and has resolved to pay all ite 
indebtedness. Directly the fact became known the shares, of course, were in 
demand. This was a natural consequence, and great credit is due to the share- 
holders for taking such a decided step. If our other mines would make neces- 
sary calls, and bring up clear and truthful accounts they, too, might giveany 
reasonable time for payment of the amounts, but what the public demand is 
that the persons who are now shareholders shall not transfer their shares with 
all their liabilities to others, The position is serious, but a bold and vigorous 
policy would sweep away the difficulty immediately, and mining would assume 
its proper position.

ANDERTON TIN MINE. 


Subjoined is the report of the agent presented at the meeting held 
last week :— 


Whitchurch, near Tavistock, Jan. 10.—For the information of the 
shareholders at the meeting to be held this day, I beg to submit a 
report of the work done since the last meeting, held on June 18 last. 
A very large amount of good work has been done at surface. We 
have completed a large engine-house of stone and slated roof 40 ft. 
high, with solid loadings, to carry two large fly-wheels, cranks, and shafting; 
and have erected in it, complete in all its parts, a very fine 30-in. rotary engine. 
The engine has been tenced and all windows and flooring of the house laid in 
place. Also a large stone-built boiler house for two 12 ton boilers, roofed and com- 
eet all of the best materials. The flues connecting the boiler with chimney 

ave been built and arched for 35 fms., and the stack raised by an additional 
12 ft., which gives a good draught, and enables us to get up steam with ease. 
We have put up 30 fms. of flat rods, with pulleys, stands, and stays, connecting 
the balance-bob, Have built bob pit, with loading end, and holding down bolts 
complete, all connected with our pumps. 

We have built of stone and coveredin a whim engine-house,{with cage loadings, 
and put up pulley stands and poppet-heads, with bearers; a large sliear wheel, 
with studs, and brasses, and stays, with holding back chain. We have erected a 
new winding cage and fixed all our whim connections, and all are working well 
and satisfactory with our whim engine. We have had to raise the stones and 
draw the lime and sand and stones in connection with these buildings, to the 
extent of over 2000 tons, and I consider that allis finished in a workmanlike 
manner, 

We have dropped 44 fms. of 9-in. pumps, with plunger pole, door pieces, cis- 
terns, bearers, put in 40 fms. of new ladders, skip-road, dividings, landings, sol- 
lars, a new skip—all well secured with bolts and working satisfactorily. The 
shaft is thoroughly timbered and very substantial. 

Underground we have cleared up the 20 for 40 fms , and sent the loose stuff 
we found blocking up the level to surface, and our skip-road and whim engine 
bave done this work with ease and comfort. 

From the shaft head we have carried water launders to the pumping-engine, 
and carried the water across the field, and laid in iron pumps under the turnpike 
road to conduct the water tothe stamps. In addition we have made and erected 
109 fms, of large launders, 3 ft. wide by 1 ft. deep from the store reservoir to the 

tamps, with legs and stayscomplete. This enables us to get the water home 
Sto the wheel without paying the excessive way-leave charged for crossing the 
adjoining meadow. 

A new dressing round buddle has also been erected with chimming-floors, 
wheel, cistern, and launders, which answers well. A new road has also been 
made from the bottom of the mine field to the stamps, fenced off from the 
field, and we have hung a new entrance gate leading to the mine dressing-floors. 

In adit level we have put in many new sets of timber in places so make secure 
= they showed signs of decay, and we have now everything in good con- 

ition. 

In the adit level we have driven 7 fms. west on the course of the lode, and 
proved it to contain good tin throughout, in all we have driven west from the 
cross-course 18 fms. on the lode. The lode like all tin lodes varies. and is not so 
good at present as it has been at times. We have had to put in very large stull 
pieces, as the lode is from 10 to 14 ft. in width, and yielding some good work for 
tin.

We have built a changing house for the men, whichis ready to receive the 
roof. Have in stock some good bridge rails and tram wagon for the underground 
work in the 20, and,in general, 1 think we are now well found for our work, and 
1 have as high an opinion as I ever had of the mine, and feel certain in my mind 
we shall make large and profitable returns in three months’ time.—W. J

ECTON COMPANY (LIMITED). 


Special report by Mr. SowERBy,{C.E., F.G.S., &c. :—Jan. 5: I have 
the ;honour to report to you that I visited and inspected your 
mines at Ecton to-day, and I have pleasure in stating that the 
progress made in repairing and renewing the old works and in 
opening {up new ground is very satisfactory. The principal work 
done has been in the Clayton level, which has been completely repaired, cleared, 
and a more substantial tramway laid throughout, together with the construc- 
tion of a smithy and carpenter's shop near the entrance.—Clayton Level : At 
about 50 fms, from the entrance the Dale vein has been cut through and followed 
up to a distance of about 15 fms. to the westward. This lode is easily traceable 
on the surface up the side of the steep hill, where old workings at the outcrop 
are visible, and it appears to run nearly parallel with the Vivian lode. The dis- 
tance gone (15 fms.) along the lode is through loose, softish ground, at a cost 
of 21. per fathom ; good indications of copper are met with in the lode. It is 
being drivenin the direction of Olay shaft, and there can be no doubt that when 
the gallery is driven into more settled and solid ground the vein will improve 
in richness. Hitherto this lode has only been worked at the surface, and no 
deep workings have been attempted; the ground below is, therefore, quite vir- 
gin, and it is very satisfactory to find that the true lode has been so readily 
found and opened out, and it should soon be yielding a steady return when fully 
developed. 

The next lode in the Olayton level is ealled Vivian's lode, which runs north 
and south. This lode is now being followed up in a northerly direction, and at 
about 5fms.in this opening a cross-course or vein has been cut through, in 
which were found largeand small pockets of copper ore (carbonates with 33 per 
cent. metal), also yellow ore. This cross-vein ia very clearly defined, the two 
walls of black shale being perfect. The vein appears to be compressed rt the 
point of intersection with the main lode, where it is about 15 to 18 in. wide, but 
| it appears to open out upwards if not downwards (the latter is not so easily as- 





certainable), I had two shots put into the roof of the lode, and some blocks 
were brought down; these were spotted with copper (green and yellow), with 
some small nodules of compact ore. These are satisfactory indications of the 
probability of the vein widening out above the adit level, where there is an im- 
mense overburthen of more than 80 fathoms of solid ground, out of which 
large quantities of ore have formerly been taken to the north, south, east, 
and west all round, 

The Vivian lode has been followed up for a distance of about 15 fms. at present, 
though the lode is quite easily traceable, and that the opening is in the right 
direction ; still, after crossing the cross vein at 5 fms., no body of mineral has 
been disclosed, only specs and small veins of mineral, with strings of yellow 
ore and green stains. Nor is it expected to improve until it approaches or 
crosses one or other of the known lodes, as the Dutchman's lode, The cost of 
opening up this level is 4/. per fathom. 

So soon as the level is carried a few fathoms, it would be advisable to open 
out the cross vein found at the 5 fms. both upwards and downwards, and this is 
the plan which Mr, Bowman, the manager, intends to adopt. This would have 
been done at once, but laying down the tramway, getting in the boiler, pumps, 
engine, &c., would have interfered with the work in the main gallery, so tho 








side gallery along th» course of the Vivian lode has been pushed forward in the 
meanwhile. 

The Old Olayton Shaft: At the point in the Clayton level where the old 
engine-shaft'is there has been a latge space excavated, and it has evidently been 
filled with a large ket of rich mineral. Judging from the walls, roof, and 
sides which are left exposed, the ore has been taken out both from above and 
below in precisely the same manner as it is now proposed to work in the cruss- 
course of the Vivian lode. 

The new boiler and pump have been fixed and are at work, and the water is 
being rapidly lowered in the Clayton shaft. As much as 3 fms. of water were 
taken out in 12 hours (Friday snd Saturday), but this work must be proceeded 
with oeaey, in order to repair the shaft as the water is lowered. Fortu- 
nately the shaft appears to be in a very good condition, mostly th: h solid 
rock, and it will not, therefore, need much repair. The work of lowering and 
fixing the engine, —s ear, &c., will occupy about a month or six weeks, 
when the old workings will be all exposed, and doubtless some rich mineral 
will be obtained. The lode is easily traceable 
bein, posed of veinstuff d with mineral, but only in sufficient quan- 
tity to show its true character. I had some of the old roof and walls b . 
But not only will the pumping lower the water in the Clayton Mine, it will 
also, in all probability, draw the water from the other mines in the adjacent 
ground—the Ecton, Dutchman, and Ohadwick, as there are doubtless channels 
of communication between the old workings; thus much expense will be saved 
for shifting engines or fixing new ones. Most of the water in the mines is from 
surface To) only. 

The bed and framework for the new engine, &., are already laid, and the 

clearing out of the old works is steadily progressing. At first it was thought 
that the cavity was filled up with debris from the other workings, but this is 
found to be only very partially the case. 
The Olayton lode is said to be about 5 ft. wide, but I am satisfied that it was, 
and is, much wider, and probably 5 fms. is nearer the truth, judging from the 
appearance of the walls and the distance between them. Mr. Bowman is push- 
ing on with this part of the work steadily, and hitherto without a hitch or acci- 
dent; meanwhile, he is also carrying forward the level (Clayton) in an easterly 
direction to intersect new lodes and veins which are indicated on the old maps. 
The distance gone is 3) fms, beyond the engine-shaft, and the appearance of the 
ground isalmost the same asin the main Vivian lode, but, if possible, it is more 
favourable. The cost of driving is 62. per fathom. 

Men are occasionally at work in the East Ecton level, driving south-west by 

west. This is forthe purpose of exploring the Dutchman’s lode. Thete are 
also some men occasionally in the old Ecton level driving towards the Ider 
Alee vein, but as yet without success; for, though the lodes and veins are laid 
down on the old map as following a straight course, this is most unlikely, con- 
sidering the way in which the ground has been disrupted and twisted about, 
and hence there is a little uncertainty in the dialling. They are more likely to 
follow a wave-line, and they will also, it is more than probable, be found to ra- , 
diate from the inner hollow or crescent-shaped face of the mountain, especially 
at its northern end. 
The primary object to be immediately kept in view is the fixing of the engine, 
&e,, clearing the old Clayton shaft, and opening up new ground around that shaft, 
and especially in the Vivian lode and eross-cut,also the Dale and Olaytonlodes. 
As soon as convenient after the above are in full work, then the old Ecton level, 
the Dutchman’s, the East Ecton, and Water Bank should be thoroughly opened 
up. But before any great amount of work is done at these outlying mines, the 
Clayton group of lodes should be fixing ample returns; and that cannot now be 
far off, judging from the unmistakable and favourable appearances in all parts of 
the mine that have been explored,

We have long pointed out that “ Limited Liability” is not always 
adapted to Cornish mining. It isa favourite with promoters, who 
under its wings bring out mines for enormous sums, half of which may 
be promotion money, and even then as well as in others of a different 
class, should the working capital be exhausted before the mines are 
sufficiently opened out or developed, shareholders generally refuse 
to subscribe more, and mines are frequently stopped just when they 
should be kept going to ensure success. We have given many in- 
stances of this, and the latest among the latter class was Langford. 
In the West Briton of Jan. 10 there are some remarks as to the same 
subject, and the writer says very truly, ‘‘ You may have carried your 
mine to the verge of success; an expenditure of another thousand or 
so may open up fortune; but your capital is gone, and your property 
is lost.” This is what we have frequently felt and written. 

There is, in our opinion, no better mode of conducting mines than 
the Cost-book when properly carried out, and in all that we recom- 
mend we endeavour to see that it is so—by having regular meetings 
and allowing no liabilities to accrue, beyond current costs, that are 
unknown to the shareholders. Unfortunately in Cornwall, where it 
ought to be perfect, the system has been much abused, and this abuse 
has cast a slur upon it in London, Cornishmen do not like finance 
committees ; but they are the mainstay and security of the Cost-book 
in London, 

Now, let us imagine two mines worked —one on the Limited 
Liability System, and one on the Cost-book ; and the difference we 
shall see is this—in Limited Liability one might be in 20,000 shares 
of 1/. each, half of which might also go in premium and premotion 
money, and expenses; but A takes 100 shares for 1001. down, and 
feels easy because he cannot be called upon for more. The money is 
all spent, no more can be raised, and he loses his 100/. 

In the other case on the Cost-book, all go in alike for the 20,000 
shares. A takes 100, for which he pays 1s. per share, or 5/. down, 
and pays up the other 19s. if required by easy instalments extending 
over a year or two if as much as 12, is ever wanted, or if more than 
that is required to ensure success it can always be called for, as there 
is no “limit” tocapital. Any shareholder, however, can at any time, 
as we showed, in answer to a correspondent last week, free himself 
from all further liability by relinquishing his shares, and paying up 
his proportion of debts to the month of his relinquishment. Ina 
Limited company where shares are not fully paid up he cannot do 
this; but must pay up. We could name many mines that could 
never have become successes under Limited Liability for want of 
capital to go on with and reach certain points, and which should 
encourage others to persevere when there are good prospects and 
known points to come off. If the Salisbury people had not stuck 
to East Caradon through good repute and bad repute, they 
would not have made the large fortunes they did. They bought shares 
at 1s. 6d. each just before they rose from that price to 501. each, and 
paid large dividends. Again, Wheal Crebor would have been aban- 
doned years ago under Limited Liability ; but as a Cost-book mine 
it was carried on for years at a loss, and we ourselves bought 3000 
shares for ourselves and clients at 1s. 6d. per share, a few months 
before they rose to 13/.each. Wecould name other cases; but these 
are enough to show that the Cost-book has one great advantage over 
Limited Liability. 

And in reference to the future, we are looking forward to the New 
Caradon, where the wheel will go to work shortly, to rival the Cara- 
dons, and at the present time the shares are very low.

I do not quite understand why a 
case is not taken before the Railway Commissioners, who are 
authorised to deal with unfair preferences. The whole subject of 
railway legislation will come before Parliament next Session, as I 
propose to introduce a bill to extend the powers of the Railway 
Commissioners, and for other purposes. It is evident that there will 
be much opposition, and unless I am cordially supported by the 
trade of the country I cannot hope to carry my proposals.” In view 
of this proposed legislation we hope the Chambers of Commerce and 
other representative bodies will at once meet and adopt petitions in 
favour of the measure which the right hon. gentleman has thus 
ledged himself to bring forward, for we may rest assured it will be 
in the = direction, and will tend to remove, or at all events 
modify, those excessive freights and annoyances which restrict and 
hamper the trade of the country far more than the uninitiated have 
any conception of. 
is another point in connection with this vitally important 
uestion which should not be overlooked. Whatever may be said to 
the contrary, practically the railways have a monopoly of the carry- 
ing trade of the country. Such being the case, there should be some 
control—by some de ment of the State or other—to see that the 
traders and the public derive all the advantages possible under such 
a condition of things. Competition does much in keeping down rates 
and fares; but competition is not everything. There are certain 
districts in the country scandalously served by railways--in fact, it 
may be said “starved” for want of railway development and facili- 
ties. The monopoly of the railways is admitted, and Mr. LAING 
admits that this monopoly gives the power to “an active Chairman 
or general manager from caprice, ill-temper, or any other cause to 
inflict inconvenience and injustice on large classes of the community.” 
This is a power too dangerous for the public interests to be yielded 
by any one man; and if as some persons now propose all further 
competition with existing lines of railway is to be forbidden, surely 
these companies should be required to afford all the facilities, in- 
cluding the construction of new works, which, in the opinion of a 
public department, are fairly required by the public, and at rates 
which, under existing circumstances, trade will bear. 

Much good every way will result from this public discussion in the 
public Press. Manufacturers and traders are enabled to air their 
grievances (and they are legion) and to demand farther facilities for 
the expansion of trade, whilst the great railway magnates and share- 
holders generally will be induced to devote more attention to their 
affairs with the view of keeping pace with the requirements of the 
times. The great body of railway shareholders leave the manage- 
ment of the line entirely to the board of directors and officials, and 
so long as they receive their usual dividends are altogether oblivious 
to the expansion of the trade of the district through which the line 
runs. 

The House of Commons may be reluctant to delegate to the State 
or Board of Trade more direct control over railways than they at 
present possess, and possibly, as before remarked, Mr. SAMUELSON 
may find it more difficult to carry the motion which he intends to 
bring forward at the assembling of Parliament than he imagines ; 
but will anyone who has a knowledge of the facts say that there are 
not yet large maiden mineral districts in England, Wales, and in 
Ireland, too, which are at present unworked simply and solely for 
the want of railway communication. Mineral lines when properly 
worked and economically managed are, as a rule, good paying con- 
cerns; and we make bold to say there are districts which would yield 
most profitable returns if developedJby railways: The cost of trans- 
porting minerals to the port of embarkation or centre of manufacture 
is in many instances prohibitory, and consequently the mines are not 
worked. Ireland is yearning for railway development. We have 
repeatedly urged that that unhappy country affords a splendid field 
for the profitable investment of capital. Its mountains and valleys 
teem with minerals of all kinds; its manufacturers are nearly dor- 
mant and unproductive. With a judicious extension of railways and 
English capital and enterprise these mines and manufactures would 
receive a great impetus, would afford employment for thousands of 
those who are now half-starved or driven from the land of their 
birth, and would afford profitable retarn upon the capital invested. 
This, indeed, is the only solution of the so-called Iris difficulty, as 
| it would give employ and consequently peace where now starvation 
| and riot prevail. The discussion on railway matters, therefore, which 
is now being carried forward in our metropolitan Press will be pro- 
ductive of good by calling attention tothe wants and demands of 
manufacturers, traders, and the public, and showing that there is yet 
room in this land of ours for the profitable outlay of capital by open- 
ing up fresh fields of energy and industry. 











EASTERN EXTENSION OF THE YORKSHIRE COAL FIELD. 
With the extension of the railway system in the West and East 





week in reference to our railways. It must be obvious to every at- 
tentive reader that the management of some of our principal lines, | 
and the excessive fares and rates charged thereon, do not give satis- 
faction to the public, and that the commercial and trading commu- | 
nity do not derive those advantages and facilities therefrom they | 
have a right to expect. There are many and ardent advocates for 

the purchase by the State of the whole of the railways in the United | 
Kingdom, the contention being they would then be worked in con- 

junction with each other, that better facilities would be given for | 
the expansion of trade, and that the lines would be far more econo- 
mically managed than at present, The point isa debatable one— | 
much can be said for and against the proposition. I+ is not our 

object, however, here to discuss the question, but simply to state that | 
it is evident from the signs of the times that the day is not far dis- | 
tant when the State, or rather the Board of Trade, will have [more | 
control over our railways than they have at present, and that this | 
control will doubtless be productive of much general good ; but espe- | 
cialiy serviceable to the great staple industries of the kingdom. 

Mr. B. SAMUELSON, M.P. for Banbury, has already intimated that 
on the meeting of Parliament he will move a Standing Order, which, 
if carried, will give increased facilities for complaints of absolete | 
and oppressive rates and fares whenever a railway applies for addi- | 
tional Parliamentary powers. The hon. gentleman says that this 
order is in conformity with one of the recommendations of the Com- | 
mittee in 1882. Mr. SAMUELSON is no mean authority upon railway 
matters, and when he says “ the lowest rates of carriage charged by | 
our railways on many articles of prime necessity, and particularly on | 
minerals, are nearly double those charged in some instances on the 
Continent,” we may be sure he is not speaking without proof, and 
that there is ample cause for complaint at the excessive rates charged 
on some of our principal lines, and which prevent to a very great | 
extent that development of our internal traffic which all should en- | 
deavour to promote. The assertion of Mr. SAMUELSON is nothing 
new,and it can be easily verified by many of our large manufacturers 
and traders. 

Our readers will doubtless remember the appointment of a Select 
Committee of the House of Commons to enquire into railway rates 
and fares under the presidency of Mr. EveLyw ASHLEY. Abundant | 
evidence was then given by manufacturers, merchants, and traders | 
of the excessive rates and fares, which clog the trade, handicapping | 
it severely, and giving the American and other markets a very great 
and decided advantage over them. Not only so—the final report of

Ridings of Yorkshire it is understood that before long an effort will 
be made to prove the coal measures within a few miles of Goole, 
where a boring was made on the estate of Lord Beaumont last year, 
and with what was considered satisfactory results for the depth that 
was gone down. The working of coal under the permian limestone 
is now going on at a few places, but it has not as yet been ascer- 
tained how far the coal extends under that formation, In the earlier 
days of geological science it was considered that the limestone 
formed the eastern boundary of the coal, but it is now considered 
by geologists that the only eastern limit to the Yorkshire coal field 
will be caused by the great depth at which the coal itself lies buried. 
In South Yorkshire, the principal portion of the field, and in which 
the Barnsley, or Nine-feet seam, and the Silkstone bed are found at 
their best, the magnesian limestone has not been penetrated to 
the coal, although the boundary has been nearly touched by the 
Denaby Main Colliery Company, near to Conisborongh. In the ex- 
perimental trip lately made over the new railway from Barnsley the 
junction of the coal measures with the magnesian formation was 
distinctly shown. It is evident that after the deposition of the coal 
measure there was a long interval before the permian limestone was 
deposited, when a most remarkable change took place in the earth's 
history. At a railway cutting on the new line there are some good 
sections of the coal and the junction with the limestone. Where the 
junction takes place, a few miles from Cudworth, the coal measures 
are associated with shales and beds of,soft raggy sandstene, which 
dip rapidly to the south-west, being of a red purplish colour. 

The permian limestone rests unconformably on the shales, and 
extends almost horizontally towards the east. The coal measures, 
however, are highly inclined, considerably displaced, and broken by 
faults. The greatest depth exposed is about 20 feet, and at that point 
a fault in the coal measures shows a raggy sandstone against the 
shales, the latter being nearly horizontal, and the sandstones 
much broken and contorted. The remaining portion of the 
cutting is principally shales, forming an anticlinal with a bed of coal 
6 inches in thickness. The limestone beds overlie those of the coal 
measures, extending a short distance to the west of the principal 
fault. The tunnel alluded to has been worked for a considerable 
distance from either end from the same limestone, whilst towards 
the centre of the tunnel coal measure shales are again met with. 
Beyond the tunnel the lower limestone dips rapidly eastward, and 
above it a considerable thickness of the middle marls is exposed in 
the cuttings. The middle marls in turn disappear beneath the upper 
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100 yards beyond the River Went, dipping rapidly eastward. The 
junction of the coal measures with the magnesian limestone is most 
mportant, and leaves scarcely a doubt that the Barnsley seam and 
the other beds below it will be found near Goole. Should such prove 
to be the case, then the eastern extension would be about the most 
important portion of the Yorkshire coal field, seeing that it would 
be the nearest to two shipping ports, as well as directly connected 
with two lines of railway. The present year, therefore, promises to 
see the solution of this most interesting problem. 








EXHIBITION OF DERBYSHIRE MARBLES. 


There is certainly no part of England where marble and beautiful 
stone can be met with at all comparable to what is found in the Derby- 
shire Peak district, At Matlock} Bath and at Buxton, they are mani- 

ulated into various small ornamental devices, but with little original 
in any of them, whilst the marbles in particular are not brought to 
that state of beauty they are capable of when in the hands of an 
artist. Mr. BEMROSK, of Derby, has lately called attention to the sub- 
ject in an essay “On the Artistic Needs of Derbyshire,” in which 

e points out the artistic capabilities of the Derbyshire marbles for 
the purpose of decoration. The material furnished by the minerals 
of the Peak are undoubtedly capable of greater development than 
they have yet received. The black marble is far superior to that of 
Italy, as it will take a far superior polish; yet little progress as yet 
has been made in its decorative treatment. The specimens met with 
in different parts of Derbyshire are ill designed and of a stereotyped 
character. Mr. Bemrose remarks that “itis surely time that the 
imitative cheese-cakes and other abominations were things of the 
past, and that an effort was made to apply suitable conventional 
ornament to objects of beauty and utility.” The suggestion so forcibly 
put has been responded to by Sir CUNLIFFE OWEN, of the South 
Kensington Museum, who thought that an exhibition of Derbyshire 
marbles would be of advantage in many ways. A committee has 
been formed at Matlock Bath to carry out the proposal, and the ex- 
hibition has been fixed for the ensuing summer, which will inclade 
marbles and inlaid work. South Kensington, it is said, will enrich 
the exhibition with some of its unique treasures, and there is every 
reason to believe that the result will be such as to give a marked im- 
petus to the industry. It need scarcely be said that no more fitting 
place for such an exhibition can be found than Matlock Bath—the 
centre of the Switzerland of England, 








MINERAL STATISTICS OF THE UNITED 
KINGDOM FOR THE YEAR 1882, 
——— 

The transfer of the duty of compiling the Mineral Statistics of the 
Kingdom from the Mining Record Office in connection with the 
Koyal School of Mines to the Home Department has been availed of 
to give a brief historical sketch of the progress of the work. It 
would, indeed, be difficult to state accurately when Mineral Statis- 
tics were first commenced, many computations of the quantities of 
certain minerals wrought having been made from time to time, and 
for various purposes. The outline, therefore, relates only to the pub- 
lications by the Mining Record Office and the Inspectors of Mines, 
In 1846 the Mining Record Office published a Notice of the Copper 
and Tin raised in Cornwall in 1848 a series of tables giving the pro- 
duce of lead ore and lead in the United Kingdom for the years 1845, 
1846, and 1847 a Table of the Copper produced from the Mines of 
Cornwall and Devon for the years 1845, 1846, and 1847, and Tables 
showing the Sales of Copper Ore at Swansea, from 1804 to 1847 in- 
clusive, and in 1853 a Note on Coal raised and Iron made ( December, 
1852) in South Staffordshire. These were all published in the Me- 
moirs of the Geological Survey. In 1853 the annual publication of 
Mineral Statistics by the Mining Record Office was commenced, 
under the authority of the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty's 
Treasury, and was continued until 1882. 

On the passing of the first Act for the inspection of Coal Mines in 
1850 the first report of the Inspectors, made in June, 1851, gave sta- 
tistics of the quantity of coal wrought in 1850 in Lancashire, Cheshire, 
North Wales, Staffordshire, Shropshire, and Worcestershire ; and for 
1852 statistics of coal wrought, based upon voluntary returns made 
by the colliery owners of Lancashire, Cheshire, and North Wales were 
likewise published. Other similar statistics were also collected from 
time to time by the Inspectors generally, until 1864, when a tabular 
statement of the quantity of coal wrought and number of persons 
employed in the respective districts, with ratios of accidents, was 
commenced. During the early part of this period the statistics were 
based, so far as possible, upon quantities furnished by the colliery 
owners, but they had to be supplemented by computations, In 1872 
the Secretary of State for the Home Department, on the recommen- 
dation of the Inspectors of Coal Mines, was enabled to introduce 
into that year’s Coal Mines Regulation Act a clause requiring an 
accurate return of the quantity of coal and of other minerals wrought® 
and of the persons employed by each owner, to be sent to the In- 
spectors, with the view of preparing strictly accurate statistics ; and 
a similar clause was also introduced into the first Metalliferous 
Mines Regulation Act, which followed in the same year. By the 
clause under the Coal Mines Act the aggregate results for any parti- 
cular county or Inspector's district can be published, but not the in- 
dividual returns from each colliery or mine, unless with the consent 
of the owner; in the Metalliferous Mines Act there is no such re- 
striction, Under this arrangement the statistics of all mining pro- 
duce have appeared annually in the reports of the Inspectors of 
Mines. 

These two publications—one by the Inspectors of Mines based 
entirely upon statutory returns, and the other by the Mining Record 
Office based upon the same returns under the Metalliferous Mines 
Act, but upon voluntary returns and computations of the very much 
more important minerals wrought under the Coal Mines Act, were 
published concurrently until 1882; the latter contained also volun- 


tary retarns of certain minerals obtained from open-cast workings, © 


and gave the values, quantity of metals, &c., in addition to the 
mining produce. The publication of two sets of official mineral sta- 
tistics was attended with several disadvantages. It was manifestly 
undesirable, in the first place, that the owners under the Coal Mines 
Act should be troubled with an application for a voluntary return of 
what they had already made under the statute; secondly, that two 
departments should be doing the same work; and, lastly, that there 
should be two sets of statistics that did not agree. 

Under these circumstances a committee, representing the Treasury, 
the Home Office, the Science and Art Department, and the Museum 


| of Practical Geology, was appointed, resulting in the recommenda- 


tion that a more intimate connection than existed should be esta- 
blished between the Mining Record Office and the Inspectors of 
Mines, which would be best effected by transferring the Mining 
Record Office from the Museum of Practical Geology to the Home 
Office. This recommendation has now been carried out. Mr. Robert 
Hunt, to whom the credit is dae, under the direction of the late Sir 
Henry De La Beche, of having been the first to collect and arrange 
the Statistics of British Mineral Produce, and who for a long series 
of years most ably discharged the duties of Keeper of Mining Ke- 
cords, hasretired. The plans of abandoned mines formerly acquired 
by the Mining Record Office are now, with those sent under the 
Mining Acts, at the Home Office, and the Mineral Statistics are pre- 
pared under the direction of the Inspectors of Mines. The new 
arrangement not having been completed until May, 1883, has de- 
layed the issue of the present paper until nearly the end of the 
year. It is hoped, however, that in fature years, when the arrange- 
ments are in working order, the statistics may be completed in time 
to form part of the report of the Inspectors of Mines, and also to be 
published and sold separately, at a small price, in accordance with 
the recommendation of the Treasury Committee. 

The Statistics do not at present include minerals such as chalk, 


limestone, stone, ordinary clay, gravel, peat, or turf, some of which - 


are of great value. To include these would require more assistance 
than the Inspectors possess. All other minerals are comprised, in- 
clading those from open-cast works, and the statistics show the ave-

Those of coal 
show an important variation from values made in former publica- 
tions, which is due to the values this year having been obtained in 
a much more detailed manner, including the reliable averages by 
which wages of miners in portions of several districts have been 
regulated. The — for the information have been fairly suc- 
cessful; but the delays in some instances, and the necessity of re- 
sorting in others to computations, show that it is almost impossible 
to obtain early and thoroughly accurate returns under the voluntary 
system, and point to the desirability of having the whole of the 
returns made under statute, in like manner to those under the M 
Acts, with, where it is needed, restrictions as to the publication ° 
details similar to those now existing under the Coal Mines Act. The 
weights are in statute tons of 2240 lbs.

Here as in the previous returns of minerals raised and of metals pro- 
duced, the value exhibits a great increase, amounting to upwards of 
3,342,0001. compared with the previous year. 

Now the character of the altered valuation in the present return 
will be best understood from acomparison. Asa matter of fact the 
average value of coal at the pit’s mouth in 1881 and in'1882 was not 
widely different, yet in the former year 154,184,300 tons was re- 
garded as worth 65,528,327/., whilst in the latter year 156,499,977 tons 
were valued at 44,118,409/.

TERRIBLE COLLIERY ACCIDENT IN WALES—TEN Lives Lost.—

The whole of the men, together 
with the heavy iron bucket, were precipitated to the bottom, and 
when reached were found to be fearfully mangled, the whole being 
either already dead or died a short time after.

EXTENDED CoAL MINING OPERATIONS IN CoUNTY TYRONE.— 
It has long been admitted that a small but, at the same time, 
interesting coal field occurs in the above county. The lime- 
stone of Dungannon forms the base of the Tyrone coal dis- 
trict; it is covered by strata of sandstone, limestone, and slate 
clay with clay-ironstone, fire-clay, and coal. This coal burns 
rapidly with flame, and evolves great heat. The linear dimensions 
of the coal island field are six miles by two, and its area is about 
7000 acres. Notwithstanding the smaliness of this basin, its strata 
are so much contorted and disturbed as to cause great irregularity 
in the workings by changes of level, and the occasional disappear- 
ance of the bed of coal from amongst the broken strata. Slips and 
shifts of the layers of rocks also occur; still, the coal is excellent, 
the quantity great, and it is not difficult to raise. The Tyrone Coal 
Mining pre ae who have been carrying on coal mining operations 
in the neighbourhood of Dungannon for many years, are about to 
start a new branch of the colliery about 300 yards from the old 


pit, and the results are looked forward to with considerable local 
interest. 


MINERS’ STRIKE AT SLIEVERDAGH COLLIERIES County KIL- 
KENNY.—At the above collieries several hundreds of miners have 
struck work. Ashort time since the agent of the Mining Company 
of Ireland at Slieverdagh intimated to the workmen that the di- 
rectors of that company had ordered him to make certain reductions 
in the wages. The colliers, holding that the proffered rates of pay- 
ment would be insufficient to maintain themselves and their families, 
resolved to strike work, and accordingly about 400 of them returned 
to their homes. A few days ago the agent of the mines intimated 
to them that if they did not immediately resume work the mining 
operations would be permanently discontinued. They replied that 
they would not return to their work unless the directors gave them 
reasonable payment. After this last refusal by the colliers, all the 
implements used in the underground work, together with rails, were 
brought to the surface, and the pumping-engines, which were neces- 
sary to be constantly in motion in order to prevent the underground 
roads from being flooded, are now proctad 5 It is expected, how- 
ever, that an amicable arrangement will shortly be effected. 








SAFETY-LAMPS, AND THEIR MANAGEMENT. 


This was the subject of a paper read at a special meeting of the 
North Staffordshire Mining Institute, at Stoke-upon-Trent, on Mon- 
day evening, Mr. J, Lucas in thechair. Mr, CHARLES GORDON, the 
reader of the paper, said that the mining community was now 
anxiously expecting the report of the Royal Commission, which would, 
no doubt, greatly influence and direct the choice of the lamps of the 
future. It was highly probable that theordinary Davy and the Clanny 
would receive their death blow at the hands of the Commissioners, 
the former—which had been for many years in high favour and ren- 
dered good service—from its insecurity in explosive mixtures, where 
there were strong currents, and the inducement to smoking which it 
presented, besides the ease with which a slight blow with a pick ora 
stone might instantly change it from a useful assistant to a highly 
dangerous weapon. The Clanny, which had always been a useful 
road lamp, was to be condemned from the element of danger arising 
from a sudden fracture of the glass without extinguishing the flame. 
The lamp of the immediate future that would probably be recom- 
mended by the Commission would be the Williamson, the Protector, 
or the Belgian Mueseler. The Protector and the Mueseler were 
formed on somewhat similar lines, whilst the Williamson might be 
described as a modification of the Stephenson and the Clanny. 
It had two glasses, the inner one resembling a Stephenson, and fittted 
with a copper toporcap. The outer glass resembled that of a Clanny. 
The method of supplying the Williamson lamp with air was similar 
to that of a Stephenson, but its great superiority over that lamp was 
due to the fact that the whole of the air must press through a gauze 
to feed the flame, It was said that in all its trials this lamp had 
never been exploded. It further possessed the property of remaining 
alight when tilted, which lamps of the Mueseler pattern did not. 
The weights of lamps were as follows.—Protector and Williamson, 
each 3 lbs. 4 ozs.; Clanny, 2 lbs. 10 ozs.; Stephenson and Mueseler 
each 2 lbs. 4 ozs.; Davy, 2 lbs. The weight of a lamp should be 
studied, and especially of those carried by the firemen and officials 
appointed to examine the workings. It was only those who had to 
carry lamps all day that could understand the fatigue it occasioned, 
and the lighter the lamps were produced, and the more convenient 
they were to handle, the better prospect was there of having the 
workings properly examined. 

A lamp should not be made so sensitive'as to go out at the least 
shock, In many cases lamps might be suddenly extinguished, and 
leave the workmen in total ignorance whether the cause was a shock 
or the pressure of an explosive mixture. With regard to the attempts 
that had been made to produce an electric lamp for mining purposes, 
it was obvious to all acquainted with underground workings that 
nothing but a self-contained lamp would meet the want. All lamps 
dependent on fixed wires must fail; since, from the ever changing 
condition of mines they were continually in danger of breakage, 
thereby causing the severance of the electric current. For perma- 
nent roads that stood well, and for stations, the electric light might, 
perhaps, be beneficially employed, but when that was the case it was 
generally safe to use oil lamps. The Hope safety-lamp was a good 
—— for stationary purposes. This lamp, while evidently adapted 

rom the railway carriage lamp, possessed other features, such as the 
gauze over the flame, the improved method of adjusting the wick, the 
fact that it might be fastened either with a padlock or a lead rivet, 
and the avoidance of danger from fire. After noticing the various 
kinds of lamps now in use, and the districts in which they were moat 
in favour, he quoted from a report of experiments made in October 
last in the Aldwark Main Colliery, showing that the Davy was in 
each case exploded, while for four hours attempts were made with- 
out effect to explode the Mueseler and the Williamsonlamps. Having 
made some remarks on the locking of lamps, he gave details re- 
specting their illuminating power, and made suggestions as to the 
management of lamp-houses. He next dwelt on the subject of test- 
ing lamps, and described a testing apparatus, lent for the occasion 
by Messrs. Edwards, of Wakefield, who also lent a large collection of 
lamps, ancient and modern, for the illustration of the paper. 

Mr. W. Y. Craic, M.P., said he quite agreed with Mr. Gordon that 
any light'that was not self-contained, and that depended upon wires, 
would not answer ina mine. Of course it would be very much the 
same in effect as had been experienced in conducting power for 
working machinery in coal getting. They had found machines for 
coal getting very good ; but inasmuch as they depended upon power 
conducted in pipes notself-contained they had not come into general 
use, and he apprehended that it would be the same with regard to 
safety-lamps. He obtained a dozen Mueseler lamps afew years ago, 
and after using them some time it was found that they were easily 
extinguished, and that the least movement on one side put out the 
light. The quality for which they were specially recommended was 
their sensitiveness in enabling them. to detect gas. He tried a 
Mueseler lamp himself where there was gas, and he did not find it 
so good as the Davy for detecting gas. On the contrary, he found 
that he could go further amongst the gas with the Mueseler than with 
the Davy without detecting it. Both the Davy and the Mueseler were 
tried in the presence of Mr. Sawyer, the Assistant Inspector of 
Mines, who testified to the fact that they could go further with the 
Mueseler than with the Davy, that they could carry the Mueseler 
far beyond what the Davy showed to be a dangerous point. He 
should not say there was anything in the Mueseler lamp which could 
recommend its more general use than they found in the Clanny. 
There was no doubt it was as dangerous, as any fracture in the 
glass rendered it as bad as a naked light. But that was the case 
with other lamps, and great care was necessary to prevent the glass 





from being fractured, or the gauze to be damaged by a pick or a 
stone. The lamp perhaps most exempt from this danger was the

RETROSPECT AND PROSPECT OF THE COPPER MARKET. 


The course of the copper market during 1883 has, says Messrs. 
James Lewis and Son, been very different to what was expected at 
the commencement of the year, when the position of this metal was 
considered to be very favourable, in view of the moderate stocks and 
anticipated large consnmption. Instead of the higher range of 

ices which was then confidently locked for, we have to record a 
decline in the value of Chili bar copper of 102. per ton—from 66. 15s. 
paid on Jan. 12, to 651, 15s. on Dec. 20—other qualities of copper 
showing an equivalent decline. This depreciation has been entirely 
brought about by the large receipts of copper produce from the 
United States, chiefly in the form of argentiferous copper bars, 
matte, and ores from Montana in this country, and of Lake Supe- 
rior ingot’copper in France. From one mine alone in Montana 
8000 tons of argentiferous ore, containing about 55 per cent. of cop- 
per have arrived at this port. This new source of supply came upon 
the market very unexpectediy, the first intimation of it being re- 
ceived in the month of March, and the extent of it is redlised from 
the fact that the receipts here the past year have been 9410 tons 
fine, against 694 tons in 1882, and 588 tons in 1881. In France the 
receipts were 3451 tons more than 1882, and 1625 tons more than in 
1881. The importation of precipitate from Spain and Portugal has 
also increased to the extent of about 5500 tons over the two pre~ 
vious years. The total supplies to England and France for the past 
year have been 16,763 tons in excess of 1882; and the exports from 
England have been 3667 tons greater, but the home consumption 
1088 tons less, while the French consumption has been 4907 tons 
more, This is the reverse of the course of the trade during 1882, as 
compared with 1881. The total English and French consumption 
and English exports is 8431 tons larger, and the stocks at the end of 
the year show an increase of 4716 tons.

The future value of copper mainly depends upon the quantity 
shipped from the United States to Europe. It is stated that the 
supplies from Montana will this year largely exceed those of last 
year, but whether this will really prove the case or not we cannot 
at present say. In Arizona, we are led to believe, the production 
will not be much greater than during the past year. On the other hand, 
the great decline in values in the United States—much greater than 
here—may possibly affect the production of the Lake Superior 
mines. The quantity of copper shipped from Spain will, doubtless, 
further increase, especially in the form of precipitate, to compen- 
sate for the prospective reduced value of the sulphur in the pyrites, 
and also ofthe copper The war being now ended in Peru we may 
look for larger supplies from that country; but if values continue at 
their present level we doubt if Chili will produce as much as here- 
tofore. On the poorer class of ores raised in Newfoundland, Central 
America, Italy, Norway, and elsewhere a lower range of prices will, 
doubtless, cause a diminution of production. Large quantities of 
Australian copper are now shipped to India: Consumption, we fear, 
will not be on the same scale the next 12 months as during the past: 
The prospects of trade in the United {Kingdom, France, and the 
United States during 1884 are at present very gloomy. In the latter 
country railway building has received a severe check, and is almost 
at a stanGstill, while the shrinkage in the value ‘of investments of 
all kinds has been enormous. In France the unsatisfactory state of 
politics causes a very uneasy feeling, and seriously interferes with 
business. In England and Scotland the depression in the value of 
steamers causes an almost entire absence of orders for new vessels, 
and workmen are being discharged in large numbers from the various 
shipbuilding yards. The effects of jthis may be judged from the fact 
during the past three years over 2000 steamers, representing upwards 
of three millions of tons, have been launched, and that in their ma- 
chinery and fittings large quantities of copper are used. Manufac- 
turers in Birmingham complain of the dearth of fresh orders, and 
only buy for their immediate requirements. The value of the steam- 
engines, machinery, and mill work exported in 1883 was 13,443,584/., 
against 11,932,247/. in 1882, 9,960,2067. in 1881, and 9,263,516/. 
in 1880, 








NEW TERRAS TIN MINE—STARTING THE ENGINE. 


The engine and other machinery at the New Terras Mine, Gram- 
pound Road, was successfully started on Jan. 10, the ceremony being 
attended by the Chairman (Mr. R. Symuns), officials, and a large 
nuraber of shareholders. Mr. F. Ashwell, M.E., christened the ma- 
chinery by breaking a bottle of wine over the balance-bob, and those 
present having seen the whole of the machinery satisfactorily work- 
ing, the company and the men employed assembled in front of the 
account-house to hear an address from the Chairman, who highly 
eulogised Mr. James for the untiring energy and activity which he 
had displayed in erecting the machinery, and for the manner in 
which he had looked after the shareholders’ interests: Other gentle- 
men having borne testimony to Mr. James’s engineering skill and 
to the manner in which the work had been carried out, Mr. James 
expressed himself highly delighted at the arrival of that auspicious 
day, and well pleased with the work done by each department of 
the machinery. 

At the conclusion of the proceedings at the mine the party ad- 
journed to dine at Dobles Railway Hotel. In proposing the princi- 
cipal toast—* Success to New Terras,” the Chairman said that they 
had set to work that day machinery necessary for the preparation of 
their mineral for the market. He thought they must all be satisfied 
with the character of the machines and the result of their operations. 
He never saw any mine laid out with greater engineering tact and 
skill than he had that day, and Mr. James deserved especial credit 
for the ingenuity which he had manifested.

GOLD IN NORWAY 


The following article appeared in Morgenbladet (the most in- 
fluential paper in Norway) on the 6th inst. :-— 

From a source which we consider reliable we have received the 
following further particulars in connection with the appearances of 

ld referred to by us some days ago as having been published in the 
Sfining Journal. In 1881 notice was given to the Superintendent of 
Mines of a copper indication in the joint outer fields of the farms 
Uren and Tverbergvik, on Northern B6mmel (or island of B6mmel), 
in the parish of Fivaas, about half kilometre from the west coast of 
the island, opposite Néklingholmere. The finders, after having 
given such notice, executed some trial works in this indication, but 
while doing so the ore diminished by degrees, and the prospects for 
further work were but poor. Having, however, worked down to 
about 20 ft. it was found quite by accident that a stone which 
had been got out of the mine, on being split hung together, 
and that in the breach appeared some small yellow grains, 
which kept the two parts together, These grains were picked 
out when it was found they could be hammered flat on an anvil. 
They were thought to be gold, and an analysis made by a chemist 
confirmed this. The work was continued to a depth of 60 ft., at 
which depth on Oct. 17 last a stone of about } cubic foot was got 
out containing, according to the estimate of mining experts, gold 
value about 1100 kroner (18 kroner = 1/.). Farther works in this 
depth, which showed a good inch of gold impregnated vein, were 
discontinued, while from the mine thus worked two drifts, now 
about 30 and 15 metres long, were worked, and from one of these 
ashaft has been worked further down, and gold hasbeen found 
there. Further trial works have been going on in the inner 
fields of the farm Tverbergsvik, about 2 kilometres from the 
original spot, and gold has also been found there, the appearance 
being all the same. The gold is found evenly and finely dispersed, and

mixed. The gold ore contains 93 per cent. pure gold, while the other

been worked out has been sent to England, where the owners, 
through Messrs. Smith and Thommeson, in Arendal, are in treaty for 
the sale of the property. First,a case containing 60 kg., and after- 
wards three cases containing respectively 3}, 1, and 14 tons have been 
sent over there. The approximate gold value of these samples the 
owners estimate at 3000 krs. Mining experts give it as their opinion 
that the findings will be richer as the works are progressing down- 
wards. The appearances are said to be very much like those in 
Victoria, on the south-east side of South Australia, where there are 
many gold mines. The owners are Mr. Reitan, director of the tele- 
graph station at Haugesund, Mr. Hangsen, telegraph clerk, a 
schoolmaster at Bremnzs, and a farmer. They have the best hopes 
as to the richness and workability of the mines, which have also been 
examined by Norwegian as well as English mining engineers, who 
have found them promising.

SCOTCH PIG-IRON WARRANT MARKET.

The writings 
of Mr. Lowell wereas muchour own property as they were of the Ame- 
ricans, in fact, his poems, and particularly those remarkable papers 
known as the Biglow papers, were now household words among 
us, and were as widely known in England as they were in America. 
Mr. Lowell was an eminent literary man. He succeeded Longfellow 
at H rvard University, he has been editor of high-class American 
periodicals, and they ought to honour him not only for his literary 
merit, but he wasin England the representative of the greatest 
country in the New World. In his position as Ambassador for the 
United Stales he had done more to cement the feelings of friendship 
and goodwill between the two great kindred nations than any of his 
predecessors, and since his residence in England he has always taken 
the greatest interest in institutions of that character. 

The resolation having been unanimously carried, Mr, R. F. Mar- 
tineau read a letter from Mr. Lowell :—“ I feel highly honoured by 
the proposal of the Council of the Birmingham and_ Midland Insti- 
tute tonominate me as the successor of the many eminent men who 
have occupied the presidential chair at that excellent institition. I 
beg you to convey to the gentlemen of the Council my very sincere 
thanks, and my grateful acceptance of the nomination.” After the 
usual complimentary votes, the meeting separated.

CHEAP METHOD OF TREATING AURIFEROUS ALLUVIALS. 


The remunerativeness or otherwise of working alluvial deposits of 
auriferous material depends, not so much upon the occurrence of 
nuggets or occasionally rich pockets of ore, as upon the treatment 
of large quantities, so as to bring the fixed charges to the minimum 
in relation to the average value per ton of the stuff treated. A 
gravel may contain many ounces of gold to the ton, yet, if but a 
few tons per month can be manipulated, the result cannot but be 
unsatisfactory, whilst another and much less rich deposit, treated 
rapidly, may be made to yield handsome profits. There can be no 
question that in the separation of gold from its matrix the introduc- 
tion of the hydraulic process created a revolution, by enabling 
hundreds of tons, instead of single tons, to be treated in the course 
of a day; but it is equally beyond question that there are many 
places where abundance of auriferous gravel exists, but where the 
use of the hydraulic process would be altogether impracticable, as, 
for instance, for raising the bottom of gold-bearing rivers, or 
moving the material of a gold-bearing plateau or swamps, where 
water can easily be obtained but no high fall and pressure. The 
auriferous wealth of the Transvaal has been asserted most persist- 
ently, but it has now become a generally recognised fact that to 
make gold mining in the Transvaal remunerative to any British 
capitalists who may embark in it for the legitimate parpose of mining, 
a process at least as cheap as hydraulicing must be adopted, whilst 
the limited quantity of water at disposal is an insuperable practical 
obstacle to the successful introduction of the hydraulic method, so 
that either some economic substitute must be found or the vast 
deposits must be left unutilised. The great successes which have 
been obtained with the hydraulic dredger of Mr. CHARLES BALL, of 
Hastings, in the economic removal of shoals from river bottoms and 
the like has suggested the idea that it would prove an invaluable 
machine for the treatment of auriferous gravels, and already several 
plants have been sent abroad—three of these to French Guyana, 
and others are going to Brazils and the Transvaal. 

The Ball dredger has been constructed in various modifica- 
tions according to the purpose for which it has been required— 
clearing foul channels, varying and improving the course of rivers, 
and so on; consequently the amount of work it can do has been 
fairly ascertained. It has been found that under all circumstances 
an engine of 10-horse power nominal can be relied upon to move 
100 tons of loose ground per hour, and in practice it has been by no 
means unusual for a similar engine to lift from 200 to 250 tons in 
the hour, the quantity, in fact, depending almost entirely upon the 
character of the ground which is being pumped. In connec- 
tion with the harbour works at Lowestoft it was found that 
during eight months of last year 360,000 tons were pumped 
through the machine. At Angers the machine was still more 
severely tested. There was an awkward and useless elbow of the 
river which it was desired to restrict to a straight channel; and the 
reblais or filling had to be removed from some distance up the river 
and deposited in the elbow, which was 800 yards long, 250 yards 





| wide, and contained 18 ft. of water, which it was desired to replace 
| by a solid terrace standing 12 ft. above the water level. The ex-

METEOROLOGICAL SOCIETY — BIRAM’S 
ANEMOMETER. 


An interesting feature of the annual meeting of the Society, on 
Wednesday, at which Mr. J. K. LavGuTon, F.R.A.S., presided, was 
the formal announcement of the change of name. The report of 
the Council showed that the past few months mark a very import- 
ant epoch in the history of the Society. In October the Council 
received the intimation that Her Majesty had been graciously pleased 
to grant the Society permission to assume the prefix “ Royal,” In 
consequence the Society has become, and will henceforth be called, 
the Royal Meteorological Society. In December the Fellows made 
certain alterations in the bye-laws by which the annual subscription 
has been increased. The report also showed that the Society is 
doing a great deal of practical work, not only by holding meetings 
and publishing the papers read at the same, but also by the estab- 
lishment of a large number of observing stations, which are regu- 
larly inspected, so that the result obtained from them may bestrictly 
uniform and comparable, The number of Fellows is 549, and of 
Honorary Members 19, thus making a total of 568, 

The PRESIDENT then delivered his address, in which he referred 
to the experiments made by Messrs, Snell, Bertram, and Shaw with 
the object of determining the co-efficients of Biram’s anemometers. 
As yet these can scarcely be considered quite satisfactory, for, though 
made with the utmost care, they give results differing from each 
other by nearly 25 per cent., and from the known truth in opposite 
directions. The reduction of barometric readings to sea level is 
another problem of great interest and importance, the solution of 
which is far from perfect, and, as applied to the converse determina- 
tion of altitudes, has been pronounced by Mr. Gilbert, of the United 
States Geological Survey, to be beset with difficulties“ so numerous and 
so baffling that there is no reason to hope that they will ever be fully 
overcome.” In many cases, too, the reduction, even if correct, impliesan 
accumulation of air in places where no air exists, and isolars so drawn 
traversing mighty mountain ranges, such as the Rocky Mountains or 
the Himalayas, or elevated piateaus, snch as those of Central or 
Eastern Asia, convey an impression which may easily lead to serious 
mistakes. The great achievement of the year is unquestionably the 
gathering in of the observations taken by international agreement at 
nine Arctic stations, in which, amidst circumstances of more or less 
discomfort, parties continued through a full period of 12 months, With 
one station established by the United States on the shores of Lady 
Franklin Bay it has been found impossible to communicate; this was 
established in the summer of 1881, and no trustworthy news has since 
been received, Preliminary reports have been published from the 
English station at Fort Rae, on the northern shores of the Great 
Slave Lake; from the German station in Cumberland Sound ; from 
the Austrian at Jan Mayen, and from some of the others; but the 
earn interest attaches not to the observations taken separately, 

ut to the collation and aan pane of the whole, which may be ex- 
pected to lead the way towards problems of the greatest importance 
to meteorology. 

In the present day one science is so mixed up with a number of 
others, and so involved in them that it is impossible to separate 
them, or to define the exact limits of each. Many of the problems 
of meteorology belong as much to geography, or at times even to 
experimental physics, and an address which speaks of the progressjof 
meteorology is perhaps apt to appear in some degree discursive. It is 
that the true student of Nature, whilst limiting his detailed work 
to one particular direction, must consider her kingdom as a grand 
and comprehensive whole, one and indivisible.

VULCANISED FIBRE.—The material at present being introduced 
by Messrs. Moses and MITCHELL, of Chiswell-street, promises to 
come largely into use in various industries should only a fair pro- 
portion of the advantage claimed for it be substantiated. It may 
almost be described as vegetable parchment in blocks, and is pro- 
bably nap ang by a somewhat similar process. It is either 
(like the softer metals) or flexible, resembling sole-leather very much 
in consistency and flexibility ; and though the colour may be either 
black, white, or grey, the article generally made so closely resembles 
leather in colour as well as in consistency that an ordinary observer 
would havea difficulty in distinguishing one material from the 
other. Qualities are, however, claimed for the flexible vulcanised 
fibre which are not possessed by leather. Unlike leather or rubber, the 
flexible vulcanised fibre is unaffected by oils, fat, or water, and does 
not become soft and limp when exposed to the action of hot grease. 
The hard vulcanised fibre is, on the other hand, so solid and close- 
poatect that it can be sawed, planed, and treated with the turning-tool 
m the lathe, taking a high finish; it can be drilled, tapped, screws 
made, and threads cut upon them, and when screwed together it holds 
as firmly as metal; the material isinsolublein either hot or cold water, 


troleum, alcohol, or naphtha, and is affected but slightly by acids 
he material has been successfully employed, among other things 
as for engines, boilers, condensers, &c., a3 bolt washers for 
fastening railway fish-plates, and for various similar purposes. The 
vulcanised fibre is used for cans, baskets, chair bottoms, and a 
variety of smail articles, such as serviette rings, for which its light- 
ness, non-frangibility, and the high polish which it takes render it 
uliarly suitable. Indeed the purposes to which it could be use- 
ully applied appear to be almost innumerable.

The consump- 
tion of copper was indeed satisfactory, and shows a large increase compared 
with previous years, but against this we had an unexpected import from North 
America to the extent of nearly 10,000 tons fine, and which some assume will 
even show a larger increase this year, but this remains to be seen. Ohili bars 
have fallen fully 72. per ton during the 12 months, and with the following facts 
before us it is difficult to account for the depreciation. On Dec, 31, 1881, when 
we had atotal visible supply of 50,598 tons, the price was 71/.; on same date in 
1882 the supply was 47,053 tons, with price at 65/., and in 1863, when as we have 
before mentioned, we had a large increase in production, the total visible supply 
was 48,527 tons, with price at 58. We cannot help thinking that when the pre- 
sent gloom which is pervading most of our home industries uplifts, that the 
spirit of speculation will be engendered, and that the statistical position of the 
article must attract attention. A further fall in price must interfere with 
production, and with the uses which copper is now being put to consumption is 
more likely to increase than diminish. The highest point touched for 
spot bars was 67/, 5s.in January, and the lowest 57/. in December, further fluc- 
tuations will be seen in our figures below, The average price forthe year was 
631. 5s. 10s., against 67/. 1s. 6d. in 1882; against 61/. 9s. 8d. in 1881, and 62t.
